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School board to offer 
teachers 2-year contract 




Offering two new benefits to teachers, as 
welt as percentage Increases in such areas 
as salary, the Anlioch Grade School Board 
of Education adopted a two-year contract 
' which it was scheduled to present to its 
teachers today. .— 

District 34 Grade School Supt. Donald 
Skidmore said the contract, covering the 
1978-79 and 1979-80 school years, contains 
more than 30 pages of provisions regarding 
employment, teachers 1 association rights 
and employee rights and benefits. 

He said in addition to other benefits, the 
two-year contract will provide each em- 
ployee with the following economic bene- 
fits: 

1. Salary - A 14,10 percent raise for the 
average teacher_oxsr_a two-year period. 
Skidmore said this includes such areas as 
professional advancement, to cover the 
teacher who gains graduate credit and 
years of experience, 

2. Major Medical Insurance - The board 
wiU pay $334 annually in 1978-79: S360 
annually for 1979r80; 

3. Life Insurance - The board wiU provide 
each employee with S10.000 in life insur- 

beginning with the~ |979-80 school 



annually, Skidmore said these days would 
not be taken from sick leave days. 

6, Paid Holidays - Nine per year. This 
has been the standard practice of the 
board, Skidmore explained, 
_^..3 v _Tax— Shelter- — The—board will tax 
shelter seven-eighths (or eight percent) of 
the money each teacher pays for his or her 
retirement, beginning with the 1979-80 
school year. 

Skidmore said this is another new 
contract feature and would enable teachers 
to report and pay less taxes, although 
teachers would have to. pay taxes on the 
moneyonce they retire. 

8, Increments - An average of six percent 
raises each year would be -granted for 
student activity sponsors, acting princi- 
pals, department chairpersons and 
coaches. 

The superintendent said this feature is 
new, in a sense, since the increments these 
people have received traditionally are now 
specifically defined.

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ie school board adds 2 days 



The grade school board decided to add two attendance 
days to the school calendar this spring in order to dismiss 
school earlier on June 8 instead of June 12. 

Supt. Donald Skidmore explained that the grade school 
district 34 thus far has used four emergency days due to 
snowstorms: "If we were to use no more days, we would 
be ending school on Tuesday. June 12. he said. 

Since the board decided it would be better to dismiss 
school on Friday, June 8, and to reschedule two vacation 
days, any more emergency days used would be recovered 
in scheduled vacation days. 

The board approved making April 2 and April 3 regular 
attendance days in order not to interrupt the full vacation 
week of March 26-30. 

They also said April 16. the Monday after Easter, would 
be rescheduled as a regular attendance day in the event of 
— anothersnow day. 

Skidmore said if the board has to use- more than the 
additiona Lsnow day. the wee"k of June 11 to 13 would have 
to be rescheduled as school days. 

If any-more-lemergency-days- were-used~the-student~ 
attendance days,, beginning March 26 woud have to be 
rescheduled. 

* lh other business, the board , decided to staff the 
elementary libraries with aides and fund the libraries at a 
rate of S10 per child, beginning with the 1979-80 school 
year upon Skidmore's recommendation. 

Also, in order to gain access to a wide range of good 
films and video tapes, the board approved budgeting for 
membership in a film co-op at an approximate cosi of 
S4.000 to $4,800. 

Skidmore explained. "One-of the fundamental programs 
we are lacking in the Antioch Elementary schools is a 
strong library-media program. In the past, this program 
has been both understaffed and underfunded.*' 



He'added. "The Upper Grade School has a librarian but 
does not receive enough funds to develop a good, 
comprehensive multi-media program. 

He explained that the combination of funded and staffed 
library programs in all schools, plus the membership in a 
film co-op ought to enable the district to develop a strong 
library program. 

The approximate cost for the program would be as 
follows: 

Library materials. 57.000: Library aides, for Oakland 
and Antioch Grade schools. SI 0.360: and film co-op. from 
$4,000 to S4.800. 

The total cost for the project, not including a library aide 
for the new W.C. Petty Elementary school, would be from 
S21.360toS22.160. 

In other business, the board accepted the resignation of 
Robert Wendtorf. a custodian at the Upper Grade schoo!. 
effective Jan. I 7 . He said he opted to go back into private 
business...

Skinner reports } 
average RTA workers 

salary is $27,74^ 

The Regional Transportation Authority fiscal year 1980 
budget reveals that the average salary and fringe benefits 
for the approximately 17,500 persons employed by mass 
transportation providers will be $27,143 next year, 
reported Rep. Cal Skinner, Jr., (R-McHenry County).

suburban bus company employees are that well paid," the 

, McHenry County lawmaker said. "I suspect most 

taxpayers will agree with mel" 



State Rep. Ronald E. Griesheimer (R-Waukegan) has 
co-sponsored legislation that would provide annual relief 
on Illinois income taxes. 

Rep. Griesheimer said the proposal would allow the flat 
$1,000 personal deduction on state income taxes to 
increase annually at the rate of inflation, thus preventing 
inflation from continuing to lower its real value. 

"It's remarkable that the personal deduction remains at 
the same fixed figure it was when the income tax was 
implemented back \k 1969," Rep. Griesheimer com- 
mented. 

"Since that time, inflation has lowered the real value of 
that $1,000 exemption to- less than* $600. Yet the 
legislature has taken no action to increase the exemption. 
"It's obvious that a one-time increase of the exemption 
would not be a permanent solution, since the devastating 
effects of inflation take their toll every year," he added. 
"That's why this proposal creates a system for 
increasing the exemption automatically every year, simply 
by multiplying the exemption by an inflation factor." 

Simply explained, if inflation grew at a rate of seven 
percent, the exemption would similarly increase by seven 
percent, from $1,000 to $1,070. 

Rep. Griesheimer said that previous failures to increase 
the exemption at the rate of inflation has allowed state 
government to effectively raise taxes- each year without 
legislating a tax increase. 

"Because inflation continues to lower the real value of 
the personal exemption; it means of our real buying power 
is going to pay taxes," Rep. Griesheimer commented..

Tax indexing would make state government an 
opponent to inflation, not an agreeable partner." 

Rep.- Griesheimer predicted broad -legislative accep- 
tance of the tax indexing concept, since an identical 
measure easily cleared both houses of the legislature in 
last year's session.

Shop carefully when picking the person to prepare your 
tax returns or it could end up costing you more than you 
bargained for, the Illinois Department of Revenue advised 
taxpayers. 

You arc legally liable for any errors or oversights on 
your returns, regardless of who filled it out for you, 
officials warned. 

Any interest or penalties that result arc the responsi- 
bility of the taxpayer, they said. 

Department officials pointed out that most tax preparers 
arc honest, competent professionals who perform a 
valuable service and won't mind if you ask about their 
qualifications and fee schedule in advance. 

However, the department warned taxpayers to beware 
of the tax consultant who: 

— promises a large refund or uses his or her address fur 
any refund due. 

— refuses to sign the return as the preparer (the 
preparer is _ required"to"sign along with the filer) - " 

— requires a percentage of the refund 

— asks the taxpayer to sign a blank or incomplete return 
or a return made out in pj:nciL_

A year away from his family and friends 
in another continent — it could be 
intimidating to the most independent 
person. 

But Matt Firestone, a, 16-year-old junior 
a t Antioch Hi gh Scho ol, is willin g to take 
on that experience as a student ambassa- 
dor for the United States through the 
Antioch Rotary Club's Youth Exchange 
program. 

Matt will be the first outbound student 
Antioch Rotary has had and will travel 
Wednesday to San Cristobal, Venezuela to 
live with host parents of the Rotary Club in 
that city of 250,000 people as well as attend 
school there. 

"I'm not scared to death," he said. "I'm 
really looking forward to it." 

Matt has had three years of Spanish at 
Antioch High, but said he knows it will take 
a few weeks before he can really communi- 
cate with his host parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Luis Erique Mogollon, who do not speak 
English, 

His parents, Dean and Audrey Davis of 
Antioch, said the venture "should be a 
good experience for Matt. The reason the 
Rotary has this program is that they want 
to promote international friendship and' 
understanding." 

"It's not a vacation, he's preparing for 
responsibilities," Mr. Davis added. 

Mrs. Davis pointed out "It's a nice 
feeling to know there are people who are 
already concerned about Matt in San 
Cristobal." She explained that the host 
parents had called her and a translator had 
explained that they were worried about 
Matt's airline connections. 

MATT FIRST BECAME interested in 
being an exchange student about a year 
ago. He looked into various exchange 



programs with his parents and they said 
they decided on the Rotary 's because "we 
were impressed with the Rotary and the 
people involved," Mr. Davis explained, 
"Especially (Youth Exchange Chairman) 
Wayne Parthun. He's done a fabulous job 
of helping to put things together." 

'It's a fantastic program," he added. 



The family had an exchange student from 
Brazil for six months from a different 
programand said the Rotary was far more 
organized and responsible with its stu- 
dents. 

Matt found out about the Rotary 's 
program at the high school and talked to 
the chief guidance < counselor there, Mr, 
Kurek.He then informed the Rotary about 
Matt's request, 

He was instructed to fill out the proper 
forms and then was interviewed by 
members of Antioch's, as well 'as the 
district's/^Rotary Club. 

Matt said he was questioned on what he 
thought were the Five major issues facing 
the world as well as the five top issues 
facing the United States.' 

Matt also had a choice oh where he 
would like to go as an exchange student, 
provided he would also go somewhere else 
if he could not get his first choice. 

He said he chose South America because 
he thought he could adapt to the language 
more easily with his basic knowledge of 
Spanish, and because it was an "emerging 
area" that not a lot of people knew about. 

He specifically wanted to go to Vene- 
zuela, he said, because it had a democratic 
form of government and was highest in the 
standard of living of all of the South 
American countries, with its modern, 
developed oil industry. " 

Matt also said he was attracted to its 
climate, which never goes much below 70 
degrees or above 90 degrees, located about 
4000 feet above sea level in the Andes

Darvon,- known - gcncrically as_propoxyphene was. 

introduced in 1955 by Eli Lilly & Co. It is a prescription 
drug available as tablets, capsules, and an oral 
suspension.. Darvon is indicatcd^for the relief of mild to 
moderate pain; it is structurally related to Methadone, ahd 
although it's general pharmacologic properties arc those 
of the narcotics, it is much less potent as' an analgesic. 
Darvon acts in the brain and spinal cord in the areas- 
involved in the perception of pain. Darvon requires as a 
general rule up to 1 or 2 hours for its' full benefits to be 
realized, and these may last for a period of 4 to 6 hours. 
. Possible side effects of. Darvon are drowsiness, 
lightheadedness, and constipation. These effects arc 
seldom serious once the patient is informed and can take 
appropriate measures such as avoiding driving, if 
necessary/ It is important to realize the Darvon used in 
combination with tranquilizers or depressants, including 
alcohol, will produce an additive effect and make 
drowsiness a much larger factor. 

Patients must also be. warned not to exceed the dosage 
outlined for them by their doctor. Toxic effects and 
fatalities have occurred following overdosage of propoxy- 
phene alone and in combination with other depressants. 

Propoxyphene can produce. psychological and physical 
dependence if used in large doses for prolonged periods of 
time. 

One final note due to the way propoxyphene is 
metabolized in the body, heavy smoking will speed 
propoxyphene's metabolism thereby decreasing its ef- 
fectiveness.

$2,000 total. Use Form 501.

Corporations on_a_calendar year basis have to file Form 
1 120 income tax return, If you need an extension, file Form
